Congressm an 
Stevens Believes Com ­ 
ing Congress M ay Attempt It. 


St. Paul, Nov. 
26.—T h at 
the 
ap­ 
proaching session of congress, which 
convenes on Dec. 6, will come face to 
face with Hie im perative necessity oi 
revising the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, 
and this in spite of the statem ents o4 
Presid en t Taft. Speaker Cannon and 
ct hr r leader? th at there m ust be no 
“tai iff tinkering’’ for a long tim e to 
come, is the belief of R epresentative 
F. C. Stevens, who backs up his belie! 
w ith some argum ents which are like­ 
ly to cause worry this winter to the 
“sta n d p a t” elem ent in congress. 
T his necessity for certain changes 
in the present tariff law will come in­ 
cidentally, according to Mr. Stevens 
and as a corollary to the w aterw ays 
question and not through a direct at­ 
tack from the insurgents. 
In discussing the m atter Mr. Ste­ 
vens pointed out th a t there has been 
no rivers and harbors bill for two 
y ears and that it will be three years 
by the time another can be passed. 
T he present 
clam or 
for w aterw ays 
im provem ent is going to m ake such 
a bill necessary and it m ay reason 
ably be expected th a t it will carry 
from $50,000,000 to $75,000,000. 
This money m ust be provided eithei 
from current receipts or from bond 
issues or certificates of indebtedness, 
w hich are bond issues in effect. 
Th*? 
w aterw ay s commission is opposed to 
an y issue of bonds for improving w a­ 
terw ays. 
Speaker Cannon 
has also 
expressed himself as opposed to the 
proposition, all 
of 
which m akes it 
practically certain th a t no issue will 
be made. 
T he money m ust come, therefore, 
from current receipts and funds on 
hand. 
Since the present tariff bill 
w e n t into effect at th e beginning of 
th e fiscal year, July I, there has been 
an excess of 
expenditures over re­ 
ceipts of almost $30,000,000.

27.—Anton 
Sm ith is the real nam e of “Jim m ie” 
Smith, bank bandit, killed by the shor 
iff’s waylaying posse at the G reat 
N orthern bridge, west of here. 
T he 
coroner is making efforts to locate 
relatives, probably living near Clith- 
eral, Minn. 
The bandit who escaped in the fu­ 
sillade has not yet been found by 
searching posse. 
A suspect was ar­ 
rested at Wilton and brought here. 
He gave the name of George Gardner, 
and his actions have m erited police 
attention. 
It is not yet believed, how­ 
ever, he is the second of the two 
bandits who robbed the bank at Pupos- 
ky, Minn., of about $200. 
An investigation wa3 made of the 
effects in the pockets of the dead rob­ 
ber and a shipping certificate w as 
found, indicating th at a m attress had 
been shipped from Henning, Minn., to 
Clitheral, 
Minn., early 
this 
month. 
This may be only the m ovem ent of an 
itinerant lumberman from one camp 
to another. 
The bill, however, was 
signed “Anton Smith,” as receiver of 
the shipment. 
President O. J. Laqua of the robbed 
bank was in Bemidji and said that 
this is the third tim e the bank has 
been robbed in the past two years, 
the safe 
having 
been 
blown open 
tw ice, and him self being held up at 
the point of a gun and forced to open 
the vault. 
He had not yet determined 
the exact amount stolen, but believes 
it near $200. 
The Puposky bank was robbed about 
midnight, the robbers escaping on a 
railroad speeder. 
The Bemidji police, 
being informed, waylaid th e robbers 
at an overhead bridge, and in the 
early m orning fog scceeded in kill­ 
ing one of them. 
Deputy Sheriff An­ 
drew Johnson was perhaps mortally 
wounded, although hopes for his re ­ 
covery are 
being 
entertained 
now. 
He w as shot through the lungs by a 
rifle. 
Policeman B enner of Bemidji 
shot the robber, Smith, through the 
head, instantly killing him. 
The other 
robber escaped in the darkness.

W ill T r y to Recover Value of Tim ber 
From Lumber Com pany. 
St. Paul, Nov. 27.—A ttorney General 
George T. Simpson said th a t unless 
som ething unforeseen 
happens new 
proceedings will be started by the 
state to recover the value of 1,000,000 
feet of tim ber which the Red Lake 
Falls Lum ber company secured a few 
years ago by buying state school land 
at $5 an acre as agricultural land 
The departm ent will act upon the sug­ 
gestion of the supreme court in its de­ 
cision Friday and sta rt proceedings 
to have the sale of the land set aside 
The suit which the state started to 
recover treble damages for the value 
of the tim ber because, it w as alleged, 
the company had com m itted willful 
trespass, was decided against the state 
by the court Friday. 
T he court said 
it was not the proper proceeding. 
T he statute classifies state land into 
three 
classes, 
agricultural, 
mineral 
and timber. 
Timber cannot be sold 
by the auditor without th e consent oi 
the tim ber board, but he m ay ordei 
agricultural land sold at any tim e 
The land in question was ordered sold 
by R. C. Dunn when he w as state au 
ditor as agricultural land, and was 
bought by E. W. Backus of M inneapo­ 
lis. 
It was found to have 1,000,000 ot 
tim ber and the state sued for ires 
pass. 
T he state won in the Clearwa­ 
te r county court, but 
the 
supreme 
court reversed the case. 
It suggested 
however, the proper way to sta rt the 
proceedings.

Declares Poor Are Not the Only 


Glass of Criminals. 


Madison, Wis., Nov. 27.—In a ser­ 
mon a t the dedication of the new St. 
B ernard’s church and school, A rch­ 
bishop M essm er of Milwaukee com bat­ 
ed the oftm ade charge th a t the so­ 
called lower class breeds criminals.

ALLEGED CUSTOMS FRAUDS 


New Series Brought to Light in New 


York. 
New York, Nov. 27.—A new series 
of alleged custom s frauds was brought 
to light here with the arrest of Thom­ 
as C. Giddings, a custom s weigher, on 
an indictm ent charging him with con­ 
spiracy to defrad the governm ent in 
connection with im portation of figs in 
1906. 
According to the federal prosecutors 
Giddings undervveighed two shipm ents 
of figs consigned to local ynporters, 
recording the weight of the first ship­ 
m ent at 30,000 pounds instead of 40,- 
600, and defrauding the governm ent of 
the duty en 8,700 pounds in the sec­ 
ond shipment. 
The indictm ent against Giddings, it 
is intim ated, is the first of a series 
which tho governm ent holies to obtain 
from the grand jury now in session 
as a result of following up Collector 
Loeb’s investigations and dismissals.

ISTHMUS 
TRAFFIC 
GROWS 


Value of Merchandise Transported Is 
Increasing. 
Washington, Nov. 
27.—The great 
volume of American merchandise now 
being carried by rail across the Isth­ 
mus of Panama and the Isthmus of 
Tehauntepec is shown by the fact that 
for the fiscal year 1909 the goods 
transported amounted in value to more 
than $60,000,000. 
The total for this 
calendar year probably will reach $75,- 
000,000. These are the salient features 
of a statement issued on the subject 
by the bureau of statistics. 
The 
Tehauntepec 
railway, 
which 
crosses the isthmus at Tehauntepec 
in the southern part of Mexico, carry­ 
ing the freights received from the 
steamship lines plying between tho 
great ports of the United States and 
its eastern and western termini, car­ 
ried in the first year of its operation 
—1907—between $25,000,000 and $30,- 
000,000 worth of merchandise; in 1908, 
nearly $38>000,000 worth, and in the 
present year its business in freight 
will exceed $50,000,000. 
The Panama railroad, engaged chief­ 
ly in work and traffic growing out of 
the construction of the Panama canal, 
carried 
in 
1907 
about 
$12,000,000 
worth of merchandise originating in 
the United States and bound either for 
other parts of this country or for for­ 
eign 
countries; 
in 1909 will 
show 
about the same total.

Upon Wire

tive Still Engaged in Gathering Ma­ 


terial for Message. 


Washington, Nov. 27.—It is probable 
that with tho exception of the most 
important newspapers in the large cit­ 
ies, the press of the country will not 
be able to present the full text ol 
President Taft’s first annual message 
to congress on the day of its delivery 
or the following day. 
In recent years 
most newspapers were able to have 
tho message in type days before its 
submission to congress and by a sys­ 
tem of telegraphic “release” to have 
editions containing the message on 
the street within a lew minutes after 
its reading was begun in the senate or 
the house. Conditions are against that 
this year. 
Although congress will reassemble 
on Dec. 6, President Taft has not com­ 
menced actual preparation of the mes­ 
sage which is expected to be a state 
paper of unusual importance. 
It was 
explained that he was still engaged in 
gathering material and had not en­ 
tered on the labor of writing.. It was 
added that the president would call 
in a stenographer within a day or so 
and that lie would make short work of 
the task of whipping the m essage into 
the shape in which it will be laid be­ 
fore the congress. 


Strain on Telegraph Service. 
Even with the best prospect, how­ 
ever, copies of the message cannot be 
obtained in time to mail to remote 
points in the United States, and the 
chances are that a good many Ameri­ 
can newspapers will have to receive 
this document of great length by tele­ 
graph, a process which will entail a 
slaughter of the text in some cases 
and a tremendous strain on the tele­ 
graphic service of the country in oth­ 
ers where newspapers too far away to 
receive the message by mail will order 
its transmission in full by wire. 
Up to President McKinley’s time all 
presidential communications to con­ 
gress were 
guarded 
by 
tho White 
House with great secrecy, partly i? 
the idea that what the president had 
to say if known in advance, would be 
utilized for stock manipulation, and 
partly because of the tradition that 
congress was entitled to have the mes­ 
sage in its possession before it was 
given to Hie public. 
It was not until President Roose­ 
velt's time that the practice was es­ 
tablished oi giving a sufficient number 
of printed copies to press associations 
in time to reach through the mails, 
before delivery to congress, all the 
newspapers 
in 
the 
United 
States 
which were furnished with news by 
these associations.
